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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art could not 
be located that taught a stacking structure comprising a flexible tape substrate or means 
for interconnection, wirebonds connecting the die to the substrate, encapsulant covering 
the die and wirebonds, and flap portions of the substrate folded around the encapsulant 
that don't overlap and that have an exposed metal layer. Particularly the use of 
wirebonds to connect the die to the substrate, as opposed to the solder balls of the prior 
art. These limitations, in conjunction with the other claim limitations, was neither 
disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art.
